receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first computer; 
comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information; 

if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 
the URL request by the first computer; 

if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 
operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 
first compute r, wherein permitting access of the URL request bv the first computer if the 
requested URL is found in the approved table of information further comprises: 

accessing a Web page identified bv the requested URL: and 

routing the Web pme to the first computer for browsing. 

wherein the operator of the second computer is notified tiiat access to the Web page has 
been granted to the first computer , 

2. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein the first computer is operated by a child 
and the operator of the second computer is a parent/guardian, 

3. (currently amended) Th e m e thod of claim L A method for monitoring Internet 
browsing, comprising: 

receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first computer: 

comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information: 

if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 

the URL request bv the first computer: 

if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 

operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 

first computer, 

wherein enabling an operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access 
of the requested URL to the first computer comprises: 
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accessing a Web page identified by the requested URL; 
generating a thumbnail of the Web page; 

alerting the operator of the second computer of the requested URL; and 
enabling the operator of the second computer to view the thumbnail of the Web 

page on the second computer, wherein the operator grants access if tiie Web page is approved 

and denies access if the Web page is disapproved. 

4. (original) The method of claim 3, wherein alerting the operator of the second 
computer of the requested URL comprises enabling an alert icon to do one of blink, change 
color, blink and chaimge color, change bitmap, and animate. 

5. (original) The method of claim 3, wherein enabling the operator of the second 
computer to view the thumbnail of the Wd) page on the second computer comprises enabling the 
operator to place a mouse over an alert icon, wherein placement of the mouse over ttie alert icon 
causes a window of the thumbnail of the Web page to drop down. 

6. (original) The method of claim 3, wherein enabling the operator of tfte second 
computer to view the thumbnail of the Web page on the second computer comprises enabling the 
operator to click on an alert icon, wherein clicking the alert icon causes a browsable full frame of 
the requested Web page to be viewed. 

7. (original) The method of claim 3, wherein the thumbnail comprises a set of approval 
controls for enabling the operator of the second computer to approve or disapprove access to the 
Web page by the first computer 

8. (original) The method of claim 7, wherein the set of approval controls include an 
approve control, the approve control including a drop down menu, the drop down menu 
including a plurality of acceptance options from which the operator may select. 

9. (original) The method of claim 8, wherein the plurality of acceptance options 
comprise a link depth and a time period in which the Web page may be viewed. 
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10. (original) The method of claim 7, wherein the set of approval controls include a 
denial control, the denial control including a drop down menu, the drop down menu including a 
plurality of denial options from which the operator may select. 

1 1 . (original) The method of claim 10, wherein the plurality of denial options includes 
denial for a predetermined period of time, denial to consult with another, denial to perform 
research, and denial: ask again later, 

12. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein multiple URLs are requested by the first 
computer, each URL being placed in a queue awaiting approval. 

13. (original) The method of claim 12, wherein the queue is a limited queue with a 
maximum predetermined number of URLs allowed in the queue. 

14. (currently amended) The method of claim 12, wherein the queue is an unlimited 
queue with no limit as to the number of URLs allowed in the queu e, subject to physical 
limitations of the queue .

18. (original) The method of claim 1, further comprising updating the table of 
information if the URL request is approved.

20. (ori^nal) The method of claim 1, further comprising sending a message to the first 
computer indicating denial of the URL request if the URL request is denied. 

2 1 . (original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising enabling an operator of a third 
computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the first computer when 
the operator of the second computer is unavailable and the requested URL is not found in the 
approved table of information, wherein the operator of the first computer comprises a child, the 
operator of the second computer comprises a parent/guardian and the operator of the third 
computer comprises one of a trusted friend and family member 

22. (currently amended) The m e thod of claim L A method for monitoring Internet 
browsing: 

receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first computer: 

comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information: 

if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 

the URL request by the first computer: 

if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 

operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 

first computer. 

wherein a second computer includes a television connected to a home network. 

23. (currently amended) The m e thod of claim 1 , A method for monitoring Internet 

browsing: 

receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first computer: 
comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information: 
if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 
the URL request bv the first computer: 
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if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 
operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 
first computer. 

wherein an operator of a second computer, when unavailable, is notified using one of a 
plurality of devices, wherein the plurality of devices comprise a work computer, a personal 
digital assistant, and a cell phone. 

24. (currently amended) An article comprising: a storage medium having a plurality 
of machine accessible instructions, wherein when the instructions are executed by a processor, 
the instructions provide for receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first 
computer; 

comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information; 

if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 
the URL request by the first computer; 

if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 
operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 
first compute r, wherein permitting access of the URL request by the first computer if the 
requested URL is found in the approved table of information further comprises: 
accessing a Web page identified by the requested URL; and 
routing the Web page to the first computer for browsing, 

wherein the operator of the second computer is notified that access to the Web page has 
been granted to the first computer . 

25. (original) The article of claim 24, wherein the first computer is operated by a child 
and the operator of the second computer is a parent^guardian. 

26. (currently amended) The article of claim 2 4 An article comprising: a storage 
medium having a plurality of machine accessible instructions, wherein when the instructions are 
executed bv a processor, the instructions provide for receiving a URL (universal resource 
locator) request from a first computer:

28. (original) The article of claim 26, wherein instructions for enabling the operator of 
the second computer to view the thumbnail of the Web page on the second computer comprises 
instructions for enabling the operator to place a mouse over an alert icon, wherein placement of 
the mouse over the alert icon causes a Mrindow of the thumbnai l of the Web page to drop down. 

29. (original) The article of claim 26, wherein instructions for enabling the operator of 
the second computer to view the thumbnail of the Web page on the second computer comprises 
instructions for enabling the operator to click on an alert icon, wherein clicking the alert icon 
causes a browsable full frame of the requested Web page to be viewed. 
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30. (original) The article of claim 26, wherein the thumbnail comprises a set of approval 
controls for enabling the operator of the second computer to approve or disapprove access to the 
Web page by the first computer 

3 1. (original) The article of claim 30, wherein the set of approval controls include an 
approve control, the approve control including a drop dov^n menu, the drop down menu 
including a plurality of acceptance options from which the operator may select. 

32. (original) The article of claim 31, wherein the plurality of acceptance options 
comprise a link depth and a time period in which the Web page may be viewed. 

33. (original) The article of claim 30, wherein the set of approval controls include a 
denial control, the denial control including a drop down menu, the drop down menu including a 
plurality of denial options from which the operator may select. 

34. (original) The article of claim 33, wherein the plurality of denial options includes 
denial for a predetermined period of time, denial to consult with another, denial to perform 
research, and denial: ask again later. 

35. (original) The article of claim 24, wherein multiple URLs are requested by the first 
computer, each URL being placed in a queue awaiting approval. 

36. (original) The article of claim 24, wherein instructions for permitting access of the 
URL request by the first computer if the requested URL is found in the approved table of 
information comprises instructions for: 

accessing a Web page identified by the requested URL; and 
routing the Web page to the first computer for browsing. 

37. (original) The article of claim 24, further comprising instructions for updating the 
table of information if the URL request is approved. 
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38. (original) The article of claim 24, further comprising instructions for updating a 
table of denied URLs if the URL request is denied. 

39. (currently amended) A system for monitoring Internet browsing comprising: 
a first computer to request access to a URL; 

a second computer to access a Web page associated with the requested URL through a 
gatekeeper, the second computer to enable the first computer to access the Web page through the 
gatekeeper if the second computer approves the Web page for viewing on the first computer^ 

wherein the gatekeeper accesses the requested URL, and if the requested URL is not 
included in a list of acceptable URLs on the gatekeeper, generates a thumbnail of the Web page 
associated with the requested URL, and displays the thumbnail of the Web page via a browser of 
the second computer . 

40. (original) The system of claim 39, wherein the first computer comprises a child 
personal computer (PC) and the second computer comprises a parent/guardian PC. 

4L (original) The system of claim 39, wherein the gatekeeper comprises a personal 
computer 

42. (original) The system of claim 39, wherein the second computer comprises the 
gatekeeper. 

43. (canceled) 

44. (original) The system of claim 39, further comprising a third computer to enable the 
gatekeeper to escalate the request to access the URL to the third computer for approval when the 
operator of the second is unavailable. 
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45. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein an operator of the first computer 
comprises a child, an operator of the second computer comprises a parent/guardian, and an 
operator of the third computer comprises a trusted friend or family member, 

46. (currently amended) The s ystem of claim 39, A system for monitoring Internet 
browsing comprising: 

a first computer to request access to a URL; 

a second computer to access a Web page associated with the requested URL through a 
gatekeeper, the second computer to enable the first computer to access the Web page through the 
gatekeeper if the second computer approves the Web page for viewing on the first computer: and 

further comprising a plurality of mobile devices to enable the gatekeeper to provide the 
request to one or more of the plurality of mobile devices when the second computer is 
inaccessible. 

47. (newly added) A method for monitoring Internet browsing: 
receiving a URL (universal resource locator) request from a first computer; 
comparing the URL request with URL entries in an approved table of information; 

if the requested URL is found in the approved table of information, permitting access of 
the URL request by the first computer; 

if the requested URL is not found in the approved table of information, enabling an 
operator of a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the 
first computer, wherein the operator views at least a portion of a web page at the requested URL 
prior to granting or denying access. 

48. (newly added) The method as recited in claim 47, wherein the first computer is 
operated by a child and the operator of the second computer is a parent/guardian. 

49. (newly added) The method as recited in claim 47, wherein enabling an operator of 
a second computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the first 
computer comprises: 
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accessing a Web page identified by the requested URL; 
generating a thumbnail of the Web page; 

alerting the operator of the second computer of the requested URL; and 

enabling the operator of the second computer to view the thumbnail of the Web page on 

the second computer, wherein the operator grants access if the Web page is approved and denies 

access if the Web page is disapproved. 

50. (newly added) The method as recited in claim 49, wherein the thumbnail 
comprises a set of approval controls for enabling the operator of the second computer to approve 
or disapprove access to the Web page by the first computer. 

51 . (newly added) The method as recited in claim 47, wherein permitting access of 
the URL request by the first computer if the requested URL is found in the approved td)le of 
information comprises: 

accessing a Web page identified by the requested URL; and 
routing the Web page to the first computer for browsing. 

52. (newly added) The method as recited in claim 47, further comprising sending a 
denial message to the first computer indicating denial of the URL request if the URL request is 
denied. 

53. (newly added) The method of claim 47, further comprising enabling an operator 
of a third computer to determine whether to grant access of the requested URL to the first 
computer when the operator of the second computer is unavailable and the requested URL is not 
found in the approved table of information, wherein the operator of the first computer comprises 
a child, the operator of the second computer comprises a parent/guardian and the operator of the 
third computer comprises one of a trusted friend and family member 

54. (newly added) The method as recited in claim 47, wherein the operator of a 
second computer, when unavailable, is notified of the request via one of a plurality of devices. 
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wherein the plurality of devices comprise a work computer, a personal digital assistant, and a 
cell phone. 

55. (newly added) A system for monitoring Internet browsing comprising: 
a first computer to request access to a URL; 

a second computer to access a Web page associated with the requested URL through a 
gatekeeper, the second computer to enable the fmt computer to access the Web page through the 
gatekeeper if the second computer approves the Web page for viewing on the first computer, 
wherein the approval is to be given automatically when the URL in an approved list, and when 
the URL is not in the approved list, the approval is to be given by an operator of the second 
computer after viewing at least a portion of the web, and at discretion of the operator. 

56. (newly added) The system as recited in claim 55, wherein upon approval by the 
operator, the URL is added to the approved list. 

57. (newly added) The system as recited in claim 55, wherein the gatekeeper 
comprises a module residing on the second computer. 

58. (newly added) The system as recited in claim 55, further comprising a third 
computer to enable the gatekeeper to escalate the request to access the URL to the third 
computer for approval when the operator of the second is unavailable. 
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
